Tlw re ate two principles broadly averted hy 
a party in this colony who profess to adopt 
uu advanced line of politic*, ; that .11 potitictl 
power jihull bo dividetl eijually among all thn 
male population, and taat the burden of tlx- 
ition shall rest exclusively on the property of 
the country. " One man is as good as another ; 
is he not, Tom?" was the question of a 
labourer lo his malo, " Yes, and better," 
was the reply. Such, indeed, is tbe sort of 
equality proclaimed by our men of progress — 
and they have every chance of success. They 
hava on their fide tgnoraaee, rsmtity, envy, the 
temptation of present enjoyment, anil the sling 
of liberty . 

The great ncrurily for a wise expenditure of 
public money is in the interest of those who 
npply it being on tluj side of the psyirmstfr- 
Thc tenaptaliun to waste and extravagB.net ta so 
present and urgent, that we often see men 
sacrifice their own property lo its indulgence. 
What then may be eipectcd when interest and 
passion concur— when the representatives are 
the organs or the rapacity. Die discontent, and 
the envy of mankind. 

There exists no other country on earth having 
the system of representation and reapoDsibilily 
uiating in the Australia*, tf it ii men, nan- 
KCnie to compare our institutionj with those of 
Kagland, it is still more absurd to represent thorn 
as analogous to tbe Atrcflricao, The t + oiled 
eUates, if under auch a system, could not hold 
together far mi month. The organiaation of 
that Government is infinitely ecmsemtive com- 
pared with ours. There is no educated American 
who does not feel that his Ooremmcnt is 
calumniated by eulogies which make it the parent 
und model of our political system. 

The plan of separating tho taxing power 
from property has been everywhere productive 
of its destruction. What ia property but the 
savings — the result ot the industry and 
economy of past yews. But no man saves but 
with the view of enjoyment. In n scramble, 
more it, destroyed than is consumed, because no 
man is interested in preserving what he cannot 
enjoy. Thus, when there is no powrr to 
escape from the despotism of the many, or tho 
risk of a scramble, people conceal their wealth 
or they cease to produce it. In a country Like 
■hit. m In is there arc no long established relav 
liuBp. there f) a silent withdrawal of npittii i 
the natural resource of the Inlreurer — the em- 
ployment which capita) can give is limited', the 
demand for publis works increases with tbe 
decline of lioslthy employment, and thus, ruin 
comes with an accelerated pace. 

We believe thn.l this course tit things is, wi- 
ling in. The leaders ot the majority, who have 
no property lo lax. will employ the ready menns 
nl their disposal to gain ofHce. There is no 
single principle fatal to property which has not 
been proclaimed with all those signs of probable 
nueress which its advocates could dceire. The 
effect already ti sin indiipasitintt to invest. Thus, 
this very threat ngainsl propeitj. baa depreciated 
its price. The want of confidence in foLtire 
legislation has had already the effect of a larger 
tax than any one has yet ventured to propose, 

There is no fallacy more prevalent than that 
property occasions expenses to a Government in 
proportion to its amount. We believe that it will 
be found that much property creates no expensi 
at all. 1 1 is probable tint there are some city 
drunkards who now cost more to the Crowa 
thsn the holders of large estates. We an 
pretty certain Unit the exposure ot projwrty to 
theft, in many fhandlcr -shops where the entire 
slock is worli £5, is greater than in large esta- 
blishments. The cottage of the labourer requires 
more protection than the mansion of the rich, 
whose servants wntclt tor tbem, It weald be

trials, and indeed in all but n few and nee*. 
»ion*l affain, the cost of Government is chiefly 
oecuioned by clauses to be exempted fiom 
nutation under the new regime. 

Without e s pressing any great confide 11 ce in th e 
effect of opposition to the crusade against pro- 
perty which is already begun, it no doubt is 
desirable we should all sco exactly where we 
are drifting. It wb* well said by Mr. Fasces, 
in his speech oa out defences, that the power of 
great nations to make aggressions on the libertiei 
and pronerty ot neighbours was the only safe 
rule by which to estimate their disposition to do 
so. But European Ooremments are certainly 
a* much lorluenced hr intelligence nnd foresight 
u democratic colonies; and we believe tbe 
experience of the whole world will ibow ti*t 
when one clui bos hod the power to 
oppress another, and when it* itamediate interest 
bos suggested that courie, it has never failed to 
seize the opportunity. We have no reason to 
doubt, because wa have been distinctly wanted. 
We hare been told, without circumlocution or 
reserve, that tbe people without property ore to 
Usv» tit tbe effective poUUC*! power, and lUt

On the con- 
trary, he is fir* devising ill lorts of expedients 
for cemcntiag the union as long as possible. 
Admitting that the mother country loses some- 
thing neotrniarilv by keeping up so large and 
scattered a family, and that the colonies submit 
to s slight limit ilion oX indt penitence, he con- 
tends thai both arc more than reimbursed in 
other respects. He has the courage to avow a 
belief in the utility of titles nf honour, when 
wisely conferred, ami to scouse tbe affected 
contempt of tbem which in some quarters i< 
totyught to be becoming, as a place of hypocrisy. 
Bocisl distinction is everywhere desired, and 
nowhere more than in democratic rouolries, 
where tho passion for rising in the world is 
stimulated by tho possibility of il ; and if those 
distinction! could be always worthily bestowed 
ai the rewards of real merit, they would act as 
Invaluable incentives to honourable eSiirt. 

But though Mr- Mien-it deprecates, the cul- 
tivation of an anti-British feeling as at all a 
rieoaaaary or desirable development of colonial 
life, he equally dCjovmies the maintenance in 
tbii hemisphere of those national antiptitbici, 
which have unhappily survived tbe amalgama- 
tion of several races into the United Kingdom. 
Why, he asks, should men break each others' 
heads in tbe streets of Melbourne because many 
rears ago men of their kindred fought a battle
